NEW YORK, April 13.—Tlio mass mooting 


of tho various trado unions held in Union 
square to urge tho passage of tho eight-hour 
and other bills for. tie benefit of tho working 
classes now before tho legislature, was ono of 
tho largest labor demonstrations seen in this 
city for years. It was estimated that from 
seven 
thousand to tea thousand persons 


woro 
present, 
representing 
thirty 


trade organizations. Typographical Union 
No. C, headed by a brass baud was tho 
first to arrive in tho square, and was received 
with prolonged cheering. Tho members of 
all tho other organlaitions.carriod flags, ban- 
ners and transparencies. Among the many 
mottoes woro tho following: "Traitors and 
scabsinustperish," "Boycott Tho Tribune," 
"Shorthoursrcoati good pay and employ- 
ment for all. Wo must havo eight liours for 
a day's labor." 


The stand 
from 
which tlio. principal 


speakers addressed tho meeting was erected 
opposite tho Everett house.' P. J. Gallaghor, 
of tho Laborors'.unlon, presided, and after 
stating tho object of the meeting, introduced 
Louis F. Post, 'who, in tho course of his re- 
marks, said that if tho eight-hour bill passod 
;he assembly, it would havo tho effect of 
increasing tho pay of tho workingmon. They 
must 
not 
sto3 with this- mooting, but 


roust keep on kicking until they obtain 
their 
rights. 
Robert .Blissert, 
of tho 
lauors' union, said that tho day was not far 
distant when they would bo able to call eight 
hours a legal, day's labor. John Swinton 
said that the demonstration showed A healthy 
state of affairs, and that! the workltigmen 
wero at least working in unity for their just 
rights. Ho was certain that if they would 
only stand together thoy could got all the 
bills passod they wanted. If tho politicians 
at Albany did not do as thoy wore instructed 
"jy tho working classes, then, in his opinion, 
ihey should bo boycotted whou they came 
before themagain. •

Proposed Legislation to Increase 


Paymonts to tho Sinking Fund. 


Tlie Scnato Tlirou^U wUU tuo Novel 


Appropriation Bill--Wlscnssine

s CITY, April 15,— Tho sub- 


committee of tho houso committed on Pacific 
railroads— Messrs. 
Jordon, 
Wilson 
and 


Thompson—to whom was referred the bills 
proposing to increase tlio paymouti of Pa- 
ciiic railroads into tho sinking fuud, is roady 
to report to tho full committee. Messrs. 
Jurdon and Wilson will submit a bill extend- 
ing tho provisions of the Thurman act to tho 
Kansas Pacific, now consolidated with tho 
Uniou Pacific. It will direct the secretary 
of tho treasury to withhold from tho Cen- 
tral Facilic, Union Pacific, Kansas Pacific, 
central branch of tho Union Pacific, and tho 
Sioux City & Pacilic liailroad companies, all 
payments for services rendered tho govern- 
ment over nny portions of tlio lines owned by 
those companies, respectively, which are 
aided or subsidized by tho bauds of tho 
United States. It will also authorize the 
secretary of tho treasury upon the QUag by 
any of tho companies of a written consent and 
agreement to withhold payments d;io and to 
become duo for serviaes rendered by non-aided 
portions oC tho lines and as consideration for 
such consent and agreement, allow tbo com- 
panies' interest upon tho payments withhold 
from tho time they .become due. Tho bill 
will also authorize tho secretary o£ tho treas- 
ury to. invest tho amount paid into tho sink- 
ing fund of these companies, in first mort- 
gago bonds of any of tho companies, or under 
its provisions Uio secretary may allow them 
3 per cent. or. tho moneys paid into tho sink- 
ing fund. 


Tho committee say: "The Thurman act 


seems .to us to bo the best raodu that has yet 
been devised for the protection oC tho 
interests of tho government in it-s rolation 
to these roads aud wu have thought it best 
to act upon tho principles upon which it was 
passed and to apply it as far as practicable 
and just to any other road and not raako 
any amendments to it which would malts 
tlio companies again disposed to test its 
constitutionality." 


Representative Thompson will submit a bill 


accompanied by an elaborate report as the 
views of tho minority oC tho sub-committoa. 
His bill proposes that tho following payments 
shall bo required from subsidized roads: Cen- 
tral Pacific, f2,oaO,000 annually and 55 per 
cent, ot tbo not earnings; Uniou Pacific, 
$2,000,000 aununlly and 37>i percent. o£ tho 
not earnings; Kansas Pacilic, $5,000,000 an- 
nually and 45 per cent, of tho not uarningo; 
central brunch uC tho Union Pacific, $100,000 
annually aud 7o per cent. o£ the uotearjUngs; 
Sioux City & Pacific, 5150,000 annually and 
75 per cent, of the not earnings. 


It also brings .within its provisions tho 


earnings of all roads owned or operated, 
leased or controlled by bonds of the subsidized 
roods to the extent of thoir interest therein. 
In his report Mr. Thomson says : "Under tho 
operations of tbu Xliurman sinking fund act 
when t!.o bonds mature in 1S9S, tliero will bo 
due tho EovernirtL'nt from all subsidized roads 
, , 


lu consequence ot this ho maintains that 


'too payments into tho sinking fund should bo 
sufiioiontly largo to extinguish all interest, 
upon tho maturitj- of tho bonds.

Jim-tin Cole, of St. Louis, pro- 
sided, and H. P. Boydcn, of Cincinnati, 
acted as secretary. Resolutions approving 
tho policy of (liscontiuuiug silver coinage 
were read from tho boards of trade of Mo- 
bile, 
New Orleans, Detroit, 
Louisville, 


Milwaukee, Buffalo, Memphis, Paterson, 
Cleveland, 
and 
Charleston 
aud 
tho 


Now York stock', cotton and produce ex- 
changes, and iu every case with but one 
exception tho resolutions were reported ad 
having been adopted unanimously. A letter 
was 'read from Mr. Halstead, of Cincinnati, 
strongly urging the cessation for tho prosons 
of silver coinage. A memorial, signed by 
2,000 citizens of Now York-, was read favor- 
ing tho same policy. 


Brief addresses were made by a number of 


gentlemen present, setting forth that tho 
thoughtful business men of tho country are 
viewing with alarm tho present and pros- 
pective effects of tbo silver issue, and also 
that a very decided change iu popular senti- 
ment on silver coinage is taking place in 
various localities in tho west and south. 


Tho representatives o£ tlio boards of trado 


now horu will havo an immediate hearing 
before tho house committeo on coinage. 


Business In Countess. 


WAsmxflTox CITV, April 15.— Tho son- 


uto passed tho naval appropriation bill, with 
amendments for the construction of cruisars 
und for tho preparation of plans and esti- 
mates for an armored vessel of 8,500 ton dis- 
placement, A petition was received from 
Mrs. James A. GarCold and 500 other citi- 
zens of Cleveland, praying that the Ncz 
Perces be returned to their home.

which is S.lj,2B5,SSO iu excess of the 


amount appropriated last year and $3,409,- 
500 in excess of tho amount called for by tho 
bill as it left the house. 


Tho senate committee has stricken from the 


houso bill trio provision for tho reduction of 
5 per cent, per annum on compensation to be

There was a good deal of feeling ex- 


pressed on tho street this morning over 
tho attempt of the common council last 
night to remit tho fine imposed by tho 
municipal couit upon Mr. Anson Rogers 
for using abusive language toward Mr. 
Richard Valentino. The fact that the 
defendant had pleaded guilty, and that 
the fine was a very moderate one for such 
an offense, created a very general im- 
pression that the penalty in this case 
should remain as imposed by tho court. 
Allhough Acting-Mayor Kenyou an- 
nounced the motion o£ Alderman Mo- 
Lean to remit the fine as carried, it did 
not carry, as section 10, of title 12, of the 
charter, reads QS follows: 
"No penalty 


or judgment received in favor of tho city 
shall be remitted or discharged, except 
by a vote of two-thirds of all tho alder- 
men." 


Under this provision it would require 


7 aldermen in (ho affirmative to carry 
tho motion, whereas the vote stood 6 to 
4. There "are a great many persons in 
tho city who belong to both political 
parties, who regret that tho council took 
tho action it did last night. An ordi. 
nance should bo respected. Its wiltuj 
violation should po punished, no matter 
by idiom violated. In this respect no fa 
voritism should bo shown, and justic 
should remain firm. Everybody knows 
who has intelligence enough to under 
stand anything, that this kind ofjfaustic 
brings tho law into contempt and make 
its violation frequent and humiliating 
If a prominent citizen be allowad tc 
break an important city ordinance, any 
ono of loss prominence will claim th< 
right to do tho somo thing, and the for 
mor has no more right to have tto penal 
ty remitted than the latter. Ibo mora 
sense of a- community demands tha 
courts and councils shall bo no respecter 
of persons, and that simple justice shall 
at all times, bo firmly and rightaously ad- 
ministered.
